GCS Experiments With New Pattern 
For Membership Meeting on March 5 


A major change in the pattern 
of GCS annual meetings is being 
planned for this year’s event 
scheduled for Wednesday evening, 
March 5. Chief criticisms in the 
past, according to board member 
Robert Mitchell, a member of the 
planning committee, have been 
that the meetings were too long, 
that reports overlapped, and that 
discussion from the floor all too 
frequently was monopolized by a 
few individuals. “Very definite 
steps,” he said “are being taken to 
correct all these things.” > 

Reports from both the board and 
the general manager are being 
pruned in length by eliminating 
repetitious material and keeping 
them brief and to the point. Mitch- 
ell mentioned the fact that a large 
clock ts being placed in the theatre 
to help keep the meeting within 
the rigid time table set up. It is 
planned that registration will 
start at 8 pm, and that adjourn- 
ment will not, be later than 10 
p.m, 

In the past, according to Mitch- 
ell, discussion followed immediate- 
iy after each report. As a result 
many points in the business ses- 
sion were not reached until very 
late, Tio avoid this danger, ques- 
tions from the floor are to be with- 
held until after the major portion 
of the business session. By ad- 
hering to this plan, everyone will 
have the opportunity to hear all of 
the reports; then if they wish to

_ “Others,” he said, “may wish to 
linger after the refreshments to 
ask the board and management 
further questions on the year’s op- 
erations.” Commenting on the dis- 
cussion period which is scheduled 
after elections, Mitchell said that 
each one will be askea to limit 
himself to not more than 2 minutes 
to permit everyone an opportunity 
to speak, The chairman will have 
a stop watch to time each indi- 
vidual. 

With reference to the election 
of the board of directors, Mitchell 
pointed out that nominations are 
now open. “Any member,” he said, 
“may propose a candidate with thes 
endorsement of two other mem- 
bers, All nominations should be 
submitted to either Mrs. Opie 
Stage or the GCS office above the 
drug store. They must be receiv- 
ed at least six days in advance of 
the meeting.” 

Further notices of the meeting 
and the complete agenda will be 
mailed within the next week to 
all members. Summing up the 
approaching meeting, Mitchel stat- 
ed that every effort is being made 
to plan the type of meeting that 
should interest the membership. 
He expressed hope that many 
members who have not attended 
past meetings will come to this 
event, which is the most important 
in the Co-op’s year.

50 Mothers At Council Meeting 
Demand Kindergarten Continue

Over fifty housewives stormed the city council meeting last 
Monday to demand the continuation of kindergarten after the pres- 


ent term expires. 


They presented a petition containing over 400 


signatures of residents and a report of a conference with Alec John- 
son, community manager of Greenbelt for the Fublic Housing Ad- 


ministration. 


According to spokesmen for the housewives, John- 


son had stated that PHA might permit funds to be used for kin- 
dergarten after June if other “unnecessary” services could be re- 


duced. 


Johnson Explains 


PHA’s Procedure 


Nine Greenbelt women, repre- 
senting several organizations, met 
with PHA manager Alex W. John- 
son and assistant manager Fred 
Ryerse last Monday to discuss that 
agency’s role in the current kin- 
dergarten controversy. 

Asked where to place the respon- 
sibility for the elimination of kin- 
dergarten, Johnson said, “in fair- 
ness to all concerned, it is the 
joint responsibility of PHA and 
the city coundil.” Emphasizing 
that “PHA is responsible for the 
reduction in monies,” Johnson 
stated it was his “recommenda- 
tion not to approve an amount 
greater than last year’s budget.” 
It was his contention that “if the 
city’s expenses ‘have increased, it 
would have to eliminate some un- 
necessary services.” 

Apparently gratuitously, John- 
son added to his recommendation 
a list of the services he felt could 


Catholic Church “and the Capital vest be curtailed or discontinued. 


After a conference held with the 
city council, Roy Little and him- 
self, Johnson said, he complied 
with a council request for a letter 
outlining the suggested elimina- 
tions, approximately as follows: 
capital outlay, $8600; swimming 
pool, $1500; recreation, $1600; li- 
brary, $1000; public health, $4000; 
various, $4000; surplus (normally 
cut from .the budget every year) 
$6100; kindergarten, $7708. 

“You Will Choose” 

Quoting from a copy of the let- 
ter, Johnson pointed out “it is 
clearly understoodt hat you will 
choose” the items to be cut, “sub- 
ject to our approval,” the last 
phrase being designed to protect 
PHA against elimination of an es- 
sential service such as trash col- 
lection, 

“We,” Johnson declared, “set the 
dollar limit.” The council “elect- 
ed” to use $4000 of the capital our- 
lay for a_ tractivator considered 
necessary for proper garbage dis- 
posal, cut out $900 for the baby 
playgrounds and $500 for equip- 
ment thereof, retained all of pub- 
lic ‘health, and discontinued ‘or 
curtailed all other items as on 
the list, including the kindergart- 
en. 

New Approach 

Johnson explained that “PHA 
eannot restore the kindergartens 
under the existing contract,” even 
if the city council should request 
it. Council would have to submit 
proposed substitutions for PHA’s 
approval before a new contract 
could be considered. Johnson 
stated that under the new “dollar 
approach” the council should not 
have to fear reprisals in next 
year’s budget on the items they 
might reduce to accommodate the 
inclusion of kindergartens now. 

Those present were: Rosemary 
Bridge, Ethel Fisher, Alberta 
Tompkins (substituting for Lee T. 
Fink), of the Cooperative Nursery; 
Mary Jean Bonham, for the wo- 
men of the Community Ohurch; 
Estelle Dolgoff, for the National 
Council of Jewish Women; Eve- 
lyn Barnett and Paula Lisogursky 
for the housewives who were the 
original petitioners; Bobby Solet 
for the Greenbelt Cooperator. 


PHA igs interested only in keep- 
ing the total budget figure at a 
fixed amiount, Johnson is report- 
ed to have declared. If ‘the coun- 
cil can find sums in the budget 
without impairing necessary serv- 
ices, PHA would consider approv- 
al of using such funds for the kin- 
dergarten, he added. Johnson dis- 
avowed full responsibility for cut- 
ting the kindergarten. A Tist of 
unnecessary services was prepared 
by him for Roy Little, assistant to 
the commissioner for PHA, and 
was presented to the council at the 
council’s request. The kindengart- 
en was then eliminated by the 
council, according to Johnson. 


Contradiction 

Mayor Frank Lastner told the 
citizens that Johnson’s remarks 
were at variance with the state- 
ments Roy Little made during the 
budget negotiations. Little in- 
formed the council that PHA 
would not participate in any kin- 
dergarten service in the fall se- 
mester, Lastner stated, A writ- 
ten portion of the budget contract 
specifically forbidding funds toc ~ 
the kindergarten after June was 
read and exhibited by Lastner. 

The heated discussion was in- 
terrupted while Johnson was tele- 
phoned and asked to attend the 
meeting. He declined the invi- 
tation. 


Robert Bonham, resident, asked 
that the council trade other budget 
items for the kindergarten. He 
cited eapital outlay for a “‘tracti- 
vator,” year-end surplus, and gen- 
eral padding of the budget as 
items that could be used for this 
purpose. He also urged the coun- 
cil to inform citizens of important 
service cuts in the fufture in order 
to permit interested citizens to ex- 
press their opinions before action 
is taken. 


No Padding 

An explanation of the import- 
ance of the “tractivator’” was given 
by City Manager Charles McDon- 
ald, The equipment is used in the 
sanitary fill operation, and is need- 
ed to meet state public thhealth re- 
quirements. It would also save 
the city $3100 a year for five %o ten 
years, McDonald disclaimed any 
padding in the budget. 

The council then instructed Mc- 
Donald to investigate ways of se- 
curing money within the budget 
for kindergarten use. The gravi- 
ty and importance of the task was 
emphasized by the city manager 
to the citizens. Councilman. 
Thomas Canning reminded resi- 
dents that the present $6500 sum 
which might be drawn from other 
services will be $15,000, ow more, 
needed next year during Sudget 
negotiations, It will be ‘mruch 
more serious to find that amount 
of “unnecessary” funds, he stated. 
Canning insisted that a written 
statement be obtained from PHA. 
promising that “reprisals” of this: 
nature would not be forthcoming:

it was indeed gratifying to note 
the confidence of GVHC members 
in reelecting me to membership 
on the GVHC Board and my sub- 
sequent election by the Board of 
Directors to the presidency of 
CVHC. 

When fi said, at the membership 
meeting, that I would vigorously 
prosecute the best. interests of 
Greenbelt interests, in the future 
ag I have in the past, I meant just 
that, 

It should be clearly realized that 
your Board is faced with some 
very real problems in working up 
all of the cost figures for the pur- 
chase of Greenbelt. The monthly 
charges are much more difficult to 
compute than the sales price is, 
and for the average Greenbelter 
is the more important one. 

If our first computations result 
in monthly charge figures which 
appear to be unrealistic and ex- 
orbitant, you can depend on a 
thorough review by your Board in 
an effort to lower costs. If these 
costs still appear too high, I will 
advocate exertion toward lowering 
the sales price or to use other al- 
ternative methods of financing, 
which may be possible, to extend 
the amvortization period and tthere- 
by lower monthly charges. 

I, with others who have followed 
the fegislative process and his- 
tory of Greenbelt as well as ap- 
propriation hearings, am firmly 
convinced that Greenbelt is: going 
to be sold. Some people may ad- 
vocate the retention of Greenbeit 
by the Federal Government for the 
duration of the emergency. Such 
beliefs are ill-founded, for they 
only appeal to immediate goals 
and cannot in any way be con- 
strued to be in the best long-run 
interest of the residents of Green- 
belt. For the emergency can end 
at any time—and whenever that 
time comes there would be no ob- 
ligation on the part of the Govern- 
ment to negotiate with the Green- 
belt residents. They would have 
full authority to sell to the highest 
bidder, 

Greenbelters can best serve the 
interests of all of the residents 
by getting behind their new board 
and supporting them in their ef- 
forts to keep Greenbelt as we like 
‘it and at the lowest possible cost 
to us consistent with private own- 
ership. 

Rest assured, that no deal will 
be consummated which the mem- 
bership of GVHC does not approve 
in advance. Your Board, I am 
sure will be looking out for your 
interests and does not intend to

Public Welfare Lists 

We of the Greenbelt Section of 
National Council of Jewish Women 
were shocked to read in the news- 
paper that legislation has been in- 
troduced in both houses of the 
Maryland Legislature to publicize 
the names of Marylanders on re- 
lief. 

The Federal welfare law amend- 
ment sponsored by Senator Wil- 
liam E. Jenner of Indiana, passed 


by Congress last fall, makes it~ 


possible for ‘states to pass legisla- 
tion ‘to publish relief recipients’ 
names without the withdrawal of 
Federal aid. A movement is also 
afoot in the District to amend its 
Public Welfare law according to 
the Jenner amendment, 

This type of legislation’ is con- 
trary to all accepted tenets of So- 
cial Case work. The publication 
of relief recipients’ names will not 
discourage “chiselers,”’ but will 
only bring suffering and humiiia- 
tion to those who are genuinely in 
need, and will stigmatize innocent 
children of families on relief. Good 
acministration of the Public As- 
sistance Program is the only way 
to prevent fraudulent relief pay- 
menis. 

May we urge individuals and 
groups tto express their views on 
this important subject to our 
Prince Georges County legislators.
